RIPPLE CREEK (Colo.) June 9.— 

“Death to unionism in the Cripple 
Creek district” is the new slogan 
of the Citizens’ Alliance, which has 
sent a decree broadcast that every per- 
son connected with any union here 
must either sever his or her connec- 
tion with such organization or leave 
the district. | 
This latest stand of the anti-union- 
ists was vaguely hinted at two days 
ago, but the movement on the part of 
the alliance seemed so absurd to the 
three or four thousand unionists in the 
camp and its enforcement fraught with 
so many difficultics that it was not 
taken seriously. 

Tyson S8. Dines, a Deaver attorney 
and one of the executors of the Strat- 
ton estate, is here in conference with 
the Citizens’ Alliance leaders, and it 
is announced that he is’ preparing a 
form which will be presented to every 
“merchant and bus ness man and other 
employers of labor in the entire dis- 
trict, pledging them not to employ any 
person who is affiliated with a labor 
union. No person who works for 
a living will be exempt, and the abso- 
lute annihilation of unionism in this 
county is predicted by members of the 
Citizens’ Alliance and the Mine Own- 
ers’ Association. 


This is considered the most drastic l 


step taken by the alllance since it se- 
cured the upper hand in the district, 
and its enforcement will affect 3000 
men and women now affiliated with 
the various unions. Among the 
unions that will be affected by the new 
movement are the clerks, cooks and 
waiters, bartenders, carpenters, elec- 
tricians, trainmen and brick masons. 
The unionists assert they will fight 
the movement to a finish. 
GEN. BELL’S STATEMENT. 

Gen. Bell issued the following 
signed statement regarding the raid 
on the Record office and the destruc- 
tion of the newspaper plant: 

“Il cannot be too emphatic in 
my condemnation of this un- 
American attack. Such action as this 
reflects upon the military, because 
martial law prevails. As military 
commander, I am solely responsible 
for the cleaning-up of this district, and 
I intend to run down the perpetrators 
of this crime, if it is possible. 

“I am aware that Editor Kyner was 
bitterly denounced and threatened 
and accused of selling out when his 
editorial appeared asking the Wert- 
ern Federation of Miners to call off | 
the strike. The socialist element of 
the Federation were the ones who 
took the principal stand in this thing. 
However. whoever the perpetrators 
ofthis érime may be, they will land 
in the ‘bull pen’ if apprehended.” 

“Do you think that union miners 
wrecked your office because of your 
editorial on Wednesday advising that 
the strike called off?” a Kyner 
was asked today. 

“T unquestionably do wat” he re- 
plied. “I do not think the editorial 
was the cause of this at all. We had 
‘hints and rumors of a plan to wreck 
the office three days ago, before this 
editorial was published.

QUESTION OF JURISDICTION.

It is considered remarkable that 
only one man was killed in the Dunn- 
ville battle. The contesting forces 
were about two hundred soldiers and 
deputies under personal command of 
Gen. Bell, and sixty-five miners, who 
were secreted behind rocks and trees 
in the hills surrounding the new min- 
ing camp. The attacking party left 
its train and walked through a narrow 
cafion into the open gulch, where the 
town of Dunnville is located, and waa 
subjected to a hail of bullets from 
the rocks high above Probably 2000 
shots were fired by both sides, yet 
only one man was hit so far as known. 
John Carley was in the timber, and 
was slain by a steel bullet from the 
Krag-Jorgensen Be. of a man in the 


of the invaders andthe newspaper 
men’ who accompanied them were 
spitted up as if a heavy hail storm 
was in progress, but not a man was 
touched. 

Bullets struck about Gen, Bell and 
literally sprinkled his boots with 
earth and broken rock, but he was 
cool, and gave orders deliberately. He 
turned to @ newspaper man who was 
standing a few feet away, and 
shouted: “Cover up that white vest 


and take off that Panama.” These 
were excellent targets. 
After seven minutes of hot work, 


desultory firing was kept up for an 
hour. Finally, the soldiers charged up 
the hillside, in? many of the am- 
bushed men acre seen scampering 
away in all a'-ections.. About twenty 
prisoners were taken. Fourteen who 
are members of miners’ unions were 
brought to camp and imprisoned, the 
others being released. 

Gen. Bell will not call for more 
troops, believing that the two com- 
panies now on duty, assisted by the 
Sheriff's deputies, can cope with the 
small parties of miners scattered 
among the mountains. To queries on 
this point Gen. Bell answers; 

“See how those men fought without 
cover and death singing about their 
ears.” 


Gen. Bell was informed that men 
wanted for participation in the rioting 
at Victor were at Dunnville and he 
made the raid for the purpose of cap- 
turing them. In the party that went 
to Dunnville was Charles M. Mac- 
Neill, manager of the United States 
Reduction and Refining Company, 
whose refusal to grant its mill men 
an eight-hour day caused the Cripple 
Creek miners’ strike. .MacNeill was 
armed with a magazine revolver, 
which he fired frequently, but appar- 
ently without hitting anybody. 


CAPTURE OF A FRIDLEY. 

One of the wild chases in the gen- 
eral man hunt that the military is 
conducting ended in the capture of G. 
C. Fridley at the Thompson ranch. 
The three Fridley brothers, miners, 
had gone southward, and as one of 
them was 
shot that killed Roxie McGee in the 
riot Monday, at Victor, the military 
gave chase. G. C. Fridley at first re- 
fused to talk, but the soldiers placed 
a rope about his neck and he then 
told which way his brothers and an- 
other man had gone. shal H. A. 
Naylor then continued tHe pursuit to 
Canon City. G. C. Fridley was 
brought to Victor and placéd in the 
bull pen. 

The military commissioners ap- 
pointed. by Gen. Bell continued to 
investigate the records of the prison- 
ers. The understanding is that their 
work will result in the separation of 
the prisoners into two classes, those 
to be held on criminal charges and 
those to be deported.

ARMENIAN ATROCITIES. 


Deicasse Gives Summary of Official 
investigation, Which Shows Much 
Killing Accomplished. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A™M) | 

PARIS, June 9%.—Foreign Minister 
Delcassé made a statement in the 
Chamber of Deputies today, giving a 
summary of the official investigation 
into the atrocities in Armenia. The 
question came up on the request of a 
Socialist Deputy that France make a 
naval demonstration against Turkey 
in order to stop the Armefian persecu- 
tions. 

M. Delcassé said he received on Mon- 
day a report from the French Ambas- 
sador at Constantinople, giving the 
result of the investigations of the 
French Consul sent into the Sassoun 
district. It showed there had been a 
number of bloody combats and villages 
had been captured by the troops and 
destroyed. But it was impossible to 
estimate even approximately the num- 
ber of villages destroyed or the num- 
ber of people killed. 

Some accounts sald twenty-five vil- 
lages, and others claimed that fifteen 
villages were destroyed. There was 
no doubt the uprising resulted in the 
killing of many rebels and also in the 
death of many peaceful peasants, but 
the presence of the French, Russian 
and British consuls was beginning to 
restore confidence. The facts in the 
case had been exaggerated, but they 
were none the less deplorable. The 
Porte maintains in Armenia adminis- 
tration of such character that insur- 
rection is the only recourse for the 
population. Continuing, M. Delcassé

“I have informed the Porte that the 
time for repression is over, and that it 
must beware what responsibility it in- 
curs. The French .government will 
not ceake to do its whole duty.”

LAST JOURNEY. 


LIVED ro SEE CLOSE OF THE 
GREAT CONVENTION.

Alfred Eastman, Veteran Throttle 
man of Erie Railway, and Pioneer 
in California, Died Yesterday, 
‘After Watching Locomotive En- 
gineers’ Convention’s Work. 


Simultaneous with the passing out 
from Los Angeles of the members of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
; Sineers, there passed from his home 
in this city on his last long journey 
to that mysterious country from which 
no traveler returns, an old-time vet- 
eran of the throttle and the cab—Al- 
bert Eastman, aged 82 years. 

Mr. Eastman was a practical rall- 
read nian of long experience, and for 
many years was in a of the mo- 
tive Wepartment of the Erie Railway. 
He was one of the first members of 
the Brotherhood af Locomotive En- 
gineera, and took a keen interest in the 
meeting of the Brotherhood, which had 
just closed tts sessions in Los Angeles. 

Although in feeble health he was en- 
abled to attend some of these meet- 
ings, and at his cottage home, No. 1221% 
South Hill street, the aged railroad 
man received visits from many mem- 
bere of the convention whom in years 
gone by he had started in the railroad 
work back East. 


Mr. Bastman was a native of Con- 


cord, Ct., and spent hits early years in 


New York. where he became interested 
in railroad work when very young. 
The gold excitement in California at- 
tracted him to this Coast in 1851, and 
he came across the Isthmus to San

Francisco, with his two brothers. 
Frank and Henry. It was Frank East- 
man who established the first printing 
house in California, the Franklin Print- 
ing Concern on Clay street, San Fran- 
cisco, and which still exists in the same 
location, although its founder has long 
since passed away. 

Mr. Eastman became interested in 
mining propositions in some of the 
Northern California gold districts, and 
remained here three years, when he 
returned East. Later he returned to 
California, and for the past twenty-one 
years has been a resident of this State. 
Most of this time his home has been in 
Oakland. 

About six years ago Mr. Eastman 
came to Los Angeles to reside, and 
made his home with his daughter, Mrs. 
W. F. Eastman. He had always been 
in rugged health until within the ast 
six weeks, when he began to fail in 
strength very rapidly. He awaited the 
coming of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Enginers with great anticipations, 
and watched its deliberations with the 
solicitude of one who had the keenest 
interest in their craft, although it had 
been years since he had handled a lo- 
comotive. 

It was a great disappointment to him 
that his strength failed so that he could 
not mingle with the brethren of the 
rail, and as the great convention drew 
to.its close he also neared his journey's 
end, until the final summolis came yes- 
terday, by strange coincidence, just 

as the engineers were leaving the city. 

“The body will be taken to Oakland on 
Saturday for interment, but the time

Unfortunate Invents Single-string 
Melody and is Named Honorary 
Member of Archeological Institute 
of America — Picturesque Long 
Session and Dinner. 


dent of Los Angeles, totally blind, but 
a genius, has been named by the Na- 
tional Council of the Archeological 
Institute of, America an honorary mem- 
ber of ,that, learned and world-famous 
organization for his contribution to 
musical science. 

He is Rosendo Uruchurtu, about 24 
years of oge, inventor of that wonder- 
ful human-toned music board of one 
String,ethe Rosendolin.“ pronounced 
the most refined musival instrument in 
the world. | * 

Rosendo, blind in the eyes, but far- 
seeing with the soul, is a musical ge- 
mus of almost unbelievably varied 
abilities, obscure from the world at 
large now. but fast coming into prom- 
inence through his invaluable contribu- 
tions to the work of the Southwest So- 
ciety of the Archeological Institute of 
America in gathering the. fast: disap- 
pearing Spanish songs of the old ré- 
gime. His musical ear and tuneful soul 
have gathered a priccless store of the 
harmonies that are not _written—beau- 
tiful beyond description in their lyric, 
unhampered tlow—and his aid to sci- 
ence in turning them in his inimita- 
ble way into phonographic records for 
the institute, and the invention of his 
exquisitely voiced harp of a single 
String, that he sees through his finger 
tips as he caresses it into melody, have 
won him his merited recognition by 
science. 

Last night there was a picturesque 

session to gather in more of these song 
Stories out of the heart of the melo- 
dious past for the uses of _ science, 
through the medium of the blind mu- 
Zician, aided by Miss Louisa Villa, a 
native daughter to the Castilian tongue 
born. 
The event took place at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles F. Lummis, and 
was preceded by a generous Spanish 
dinner, well in keeping with the tone 
of the evening. Among the guests 
present were Queen Stella, the pic- 
turesque and spirited Romany leader 
from Spain; Fernand Lungren, the ar-. 
tist, and Mrs. Lungren, Mrs. Idah 
Meacham Strowbridge, and others in- 
terested in art in its broad phase.. 
An important step in the work of 
the Southwest Society will “be the ar- 
rival here in a few days of Arthur Far- 
well. the eminent musical expert, es- 
pecially in song gathering and tran- 
scribing, who has been delegated by the 
national institute to come here and 
transcribe the Spanish and Indian 
songs and fragments of songs that have 
been collected by the local society. The 
work will take him three months or 
more.

The condition of affairs there 
is a disgrace to the Roman Catholics 
of Los Angeles, and doubtless will soon 
be remedied. 

The very latest affront to this abode 
of the dead is the ripping up and car- 
rying away of the fine marble tiling 
in the chapel by vandals who have lost 
even the respect for death that is in- 
herent in every human being. 

The carved granite pile at the edge 
of the old Calvary Cemetery has evi-- 
dently become the shelter and rendez- 
vous of hobos and hoodlums. 

Within the past week the stone floor- 
ing that reached from the front of 
the chapel to the altar, and stretched 
across before the tomb and the altur, 
bas been torn out and has disappeared. 
here is not a whole window pate 
left in the building, and in Some cases 
the sashes have been destroyed as wel! 
as the glass. The cathedral lights thi: 
formerly illumined the altar have been 
made the special target of stones and 
missiles. 

But there is defilement almost un- 
epeakable in the interior of th bulld- 
i nd_it would more nearly suggest 
a dump than a tomb upon 
which been expended many thous- 
ands of ddllars. | 
Foul- minded persons have used the 
walls, which once were white, on which 
to indecerm dorgerel; others 
have taken space to express their su- 
preme disgust that such a condition of 
affairs can exist in e city possessing 
the refinement of Los Angeles; and 
even ir the very recess which contains 
the tomb of the pioneer, there are 
scandalous writings, and filth enmen- 

The room that in days gone vy nad 
been use! for the sacristy is today so 
dirty and vile that one dare not step 
within it. and before the altar lie the 
-yags discarded by hobos ani the old 
cans with which they have carried 
food into the place, and ghoul-like, 
have feasted among the dead. 
GRAVE ROBBERS AT WORK. 
Such a situation, right in the heart 
of the city, seems almost incredible; 
but this chapel has as its setting a 
graveyard that presents almost as 
strikirg examples of neglect and dese. 
eration as the Briswalter chapel, al- 
though not on such an extensive scale. 
Throughout the grounds there ure 
many open tombs, and the grave rob- 
bers have been at work again within 
the part few days, as some of the 
graves which have been construsted of 
with receptacles for the bodies 


‘his death his will provided for the 


ve ground, have been opened and 
rid rifled. Ir some instances the 


broken caskets 
tombs, and there are cases where hu- 
man bones are spread out in these dis- 
mal holes, so they are in plair view 
of any wancerer through the grounds.

a very peculiar condition of affairs has 
arisen in this matter. 
Andre Briswatfter 
wealthy 


was one of the 
pioneers of this city, and at 


passing of the bulk of his property to 
Christine Mesmer, a member of the 
well-known Meswer family, and who 
later married Col. Griffith J. Griffith. 
The will provided for the erection of 
the memorial chapel at Calvary Ceme- 
terv,, and this wus done, about eight- 
con years ago, by I. X. Hellman, H. 
Hammell and A. H. Denker. Of this 
trio Mesers. Hammell and Denker are 
dead, and Mr. Hellman is not a resf- 
dent of this city, bis home . in 
San Francisco, 

Ordinarily it is the custom to have 
Catholic cemetery land deeded to the 
bishop of the diocese, in a manner stin- 
liar to the he „dings of church ond 
school property. But for some reason 
this vas not cone in the case of th; 
Briswalter chapel, and when the 
church cared for the remainder of tie 
grounds it had no legal right to care 
for this tract. 

When the executors of the Priswalter 
estate made their final accounting they 
oonsidered their part in the care for 
the chapel at an end; and for some 
reason unknown the Griffith family — 
not felt called upon to keep the place 


in pair. Who is responsible for it 
is a question. 
It will pe remembered it was 


beside thie Briswalter chapel that an 
Englishman took a pot sho: at Col. 


and then turned his gun upon himse 
with fatal effect. 
‘ATTRACTS THIEVES. 

Perennially there comes up the story 
that in the old graves of the Calvary 
Cemetery rich. jewels and sums of 
money. have deen buried, and it is 
coubtiess due to these reports that the 
graves have been opened of late. The 
suggestion that this was the work of 
inedical ‘students is made by residents 
in the neighborhood of the cemetery, 
but the fact that the bones are gen- 
erally decomposed would make them 
of small value to such persons. 

Evidently, since the closing of the 
old cemetery to further interments, « 
notion has Sprung up among certain 
classes with lax ideas_of moral ethics 
that the place is public property and 
that anything that can be picked up 
and carried away is the property of 
Whoever wishes it. As a result of 
this, pieces of statuary are missing 
from sore of the graves: and marble 
copings, tiling and carved ornamen- 
tation have mysteriously disappeared. 
What use can be found for these grew- 
some things has not been ascertained, 
but they seem to have a peeultar fasci- 
nation for the light-fingered. wander- 
ers in the old cemetery. 

When questioned about the prospect 
of improvement being made in ine 
Briswalter chapel by the Catholic 
Church, the bishop’s secretary yester- 
day stated the church has no title to 
the property and it is not inclined to 
look after ie place so long as it is a 
private holding. 

‘Representatives of I. W. Hellman 
stated that his connection with the es- 
tate long ago ceased. and that they 
know of no effort to be made to care 
for the neglected tomb; and members 
of the Mesmer family spoke of the 
need of attention for the chapel, but 
referred the inquirer elsewhere for defi- 
nite information.

LIBERAL PRAISE BY WORLD'S 
FAIR ARCHITECT. 


Les Angeles Structures Declared 
Distinctive in Appearance—Resi- 
dence, Business and Hotel Die- 
tricts Complimented — Favorable 
Worde for New Postoffice Site. 


“I know of no more attracitve modern 
city, architecturally, than Los Angeles, 
The touch of the artist's hand is easily 


markable growth.” 

Such were the words spoken yester- 
day by W. S. Eames, eminent St. Louis 
architect, one of the designers of the 
World's Fair building, and president 
of the American Institute of Arichi- 
tects of Washington, D. S., who has 
been sojourning at the Angelus. 

His opinions of Lor Angeles from 
the architect’s standpoint are empha- 
sized by the fact that he has just re- 
turned from a tour of Southern Spain 
and Italy and Morocco, Tangier and 
Algiers, along the northern coast of 
Africa, countries similar in many nat- 
ural conditions to Southern California, 
from which the latter has drawn much 
of its architectural inspiration for 
homes. 

“Even to a student of the builder’s 
art returning direct from the Mediter- 
ranean, the Spanish-Moorish effects, 
modified often by the mission influence 
in the architecture of residential Los 
Angeles are very pleasing, and are 
carried out in the main most harmo- 
niously. Indeed, after traveling all 
over the world, I know of no city 
where the homes are in such unfform 
taste with the natural environment. 
This artistic development is even more 
gtrikive. nogs! eeller howes 
than in the palatial ones, for in other 
modern ciiles Very lici:e taste 13 
erally shown in constructing 
upon which — cannot de 
lavishly. 

“I never before saw such un ly 
beautiful residence districts as Los 
Angeles has—so artistically treated. 
without being broken up by commercial 
establishments. Of course, your won- 
derful intermingling of all classes of 
vegetation, tropical and temperate, in 
garden form greatly enhances your 
opportunities for tasteful architectural 
display, and these opportunities have 
been well used. 

“Distinctive—that is the impression 
that I receive of the architectural av- 
pearance of this city. A more harmo- 
niously -treated residence and family 
hotel section than that which lies on 
the hills in the Westlake region I never 
before had the pleasure of seeing. That 
little lake and park lying in the midst 
of it is am example of splendid land- 
scape designing, settine off the sur- 
roundings admirably. I don't believe 
you people here fully appreciate what 
a dis:inctive, tasteful and, in a modern 
way, picturesque home community you 
are building up. 

“In the business district, the growth 
which is being taken on now is of the 
most modern. Of course, the city has 
grown so fast -that there are a great 
many buildings siill on the best streets 
that certainly do not belong in the 
neighborhood of the fine structures 
that are going up, but they will un- 
doubtedly be fast done away with.

Acting under a rule reeently adopted 
the Civil Service Commission will new 
certify to but a single name for ap- 
pointment to any’ position. The char- 
ter provides that the commission shall 


sons, not to exceed three. 

Two weeks ago the Board of Health 
Gent to the Civil Service Board a writ- 
ten protest against the custom of sub- 
mitting the name of but a single appii- 
cant. In response to this the Civil 
Service Board yesterday notified the 
heaith commissioners that a rule had 
been adopted whereby the name of 
the applicant passing the highest ex- 
amination would in the future be the 
only one who would receive certifica- 


City Attorney Mathews was appeaied 
to, but he said the Civil Service Board 
Was not exceeding its authority in re- 
solving to submit but a single name. 

A member of the Civil Service Com- 
mission yesterday said that the Police 
Board was responsible for the adop- 
tion of this rather drastic rule. “For- 
merly we submitted three names for 
& position,.“ said the Civil Service Com- 
missioner, “but it did not work well, 
for the high man seemed to lose out 
one time when the Police Commission 
asked for fifteen patroimen. We sent 
them a list of eighteen names. They 
made their fifteen appointments. The 
three. men who lost out stood at the 
top of the list. That looked manifestly 
unfair to them. After considerable dis- 
cussion we adopted the rule of certify- 
ing only to the high man.” 

This rule is roundly denounced by the 
heads of all city departments. They 
say that it gives to the Civil Service 
Board the monopoly of municipal ap- 

ointments and some go so far as to 

int that it gives the board an oppur- 
tunity to exercise undue influence in 
the marking of examination papers. 

The disgrunt heads of departments 
have referred e matter to the new 
Charter Revision Committee and they 
will ask that some kind of an amend- 
ent be submitted to the people at the 
next municipal election which will rem- 
edy, what they call, a crying evil in 
the present city charter. They want 
the amendment passed that will com- 
pel the Civil Service Commission to 
submit at least three names for each 
Vacancy, provided, of course, that three 
Or more applicants have passed suc- 
cessful examinations. Secretary Spald- 
Ing of the Oivil Service Board last 
might said that, while the rule of sub- 
mitting but a single name had been 
adopted by the board, it was a rather 
elastſe one and could be broken if the 
‘occasion required. 

“When the commission formerly sup- 
mitted three names for each position,” 
“the heads of depart- 
ments took advantage of it to advance 
a favorite over others who had proved 
themselves by competitive examination 
to be better qualified for the place. On 
one occasion we certified to thirty-three 
names to fill eleven vacancies in the 
police department. The commissioners 
appointed the ten low men and only 
one high man received a position. After 
that our board decided that we would 
submit but a single name. 

“This does not work a hardship on 
the head of a department, for the rea- 
son that, if he is dissatisfied with the 
man we send him he has the right at 
any time during the first six months 
that the man is ‘under his employ to 
discharge him. That action 18 final. 
Our Board cannot even review the 
case. Should we certify to an in- 
competent, his department head can 
discharge him the first day. It is the 
opinton of the majority of the com- 
mission that the rule has worked a 
reform in the matter of municipal ap- 
pointments.” 


PARK TEA GARDEN. 
_NOVELTY FOR EASTLAKE. 
Sikko Shimeado, an enterprising Jap- 

enese restaurateur, was yesterday 
granted permission by the Park Com- 
mission to establish a Japanese tra 
garden in Park. Shimendo.

WANT MORE MONEY. 
NEW SALARY ORDINANCE. 

A new salary ordinance for employés 
of the health department, based on 1 
mern system, was yesterday recom- 
mended—to the Council by the Board of 
Health. It provides for an increase in 


salary of $5 a month each year for. 


five years. Its object, as explained by 
the members of the board is to place 
a premliumton continuous service in 
the department. 

One feature that may prove objec- 
tionable is the provision making the or- 
dinance retroactive in form. An in- 
spector who has been in the depart- 
ment for five years would, receive his 
$25 advance at once, while another 
who was serving his first year there 
would recelve no more than is pro- 
vided by the present ordinance. 

The Assistant Heakh Officer and the 
City Chemist are to receive $150 a 
month each. the clerk, assistant clerk, 
fruft, garbage, vegetable, meat and 
milk inspectors are to receive 4100 
for the first year and an increase of $5 
a month yearly for the next five years. 
All other inspectors are to receive $80 
for the first year and an Increase of 
$5 yeariy until they reach $105 a month. 

Heaith Officer Powers holds that 
the merit system is the only plan 
whereby efficient inspectors can be re- 
tained in the department. He says 
that the salaries paid at the present 
tn are not sufficient to retain the 
best men. He thinks that health iInspec- 
tors should be at least as intelligent 
and efficient as police officers, and 
points out chat the present salaries 
paid the inspectors are considerably 
less than those received by patrolmen. 
The ordinance is not expected to go 
into .effect until the budget is made 
up for the next fiscal. year. 


No Charge Filed. 

Meat Inspectot Fred Hughes yes- 
terday explained at a secret session 
of the Board of Heaiuws how he came 
to confiscate the hides of diseased cat- 
tle killed on the Linwood dairy ranch. 
Manager Barron and the owner of the 
dairy were present. They declined to 
prefer charges againet Hughes and he 
escaped with a reprimand. 

Complaint. had been made to the 
health officer by the proprietors 
the dairy that Hughes was condem 
ing cattle for tuberculosis that were 
really in good condition. Dr. Powers 
and a member of the board went to 
the dairy to investigate and learned 
that Hughes carried away the hides 
condemned cattle. 

Manager Barron said yesterday he 
has never objected to Hughes taking 
the hides, which, if left, would be bur- 
led with the carcasses. During the 
last Three years the health office hos 
condemned over $5000 worth of tuber- 
culosis stock on the Linwood ranch, 
but Dr. Powers says the disease his 
now been eredicated and the Linwood 
herd is in as good condition as any 
which comes under the inspection of 
the local office.

FOR SOMEBODY. 


DEPOSITS LEFT TO BE FOUGHT 
FOR IN THE COURTS. 

— — 
Eskelander Swenson’s Savings Ac- 
cumulating in a Local institution 
as no Claimant Appearse—Rudolph 
Deeker’s Heir Cannot Secure 
Money Because Pass Book is Lost. 


— 


While most people like to think as 
their end approaches that those near 
and dear to them will receive the pro 
ceeds of their toil, there are men who 
grimly shuffle off life's stage not oyly 
without making any will, but some- 
times, it is to be feared, with: deter 
mination to defeat the law when it 
attempts to distribute the wealth left 
behind. There are several cases of 
this kind that have puzzied local iaw- 
vers for some time, and the Pub. ic 
Administrator has one or two choice 
samples. | 

On July 13, 1894, one Eskelander 
Swenson died in this city. He was a 


Swede—and had carried on with a fair 
measure at No. 215 #£=Broadway. 
lishment at No. 215 Broadway. 


Broadway was not at that time the 
pretentious thoroughfare that it is to- 
day, but Swenson's shop was well 
known, and the man himself is remem- 
bered. He was 45 years of age when 
he died, and with his death all that 
pertained to his history seemed to die 
with him. He had about $600 in one 
of the local banks, and the amount 
has now increased until there is $828 
awaiting a legitimate claimant. 

In his last moments Swenson made 
no reference to friends or relatives to 
whom he wished to bequeath his prop- 
erty, but he passed out, leaving his 
little bunch of money to accumulate 
until it is worth while for the Swen- 
sons in Sweden to join together and 
send attorneys to California to fight 
for the fortune left by their name- 
sake. | 
Then, there was James Stuck, who 
ran a small frult and notion stand on 
San Fernando street! He probably is 
dead, though no one can swear to the 
fact. In 1887 he disappeared, and in- 
asmuch as he dropped out of sight 
while his bank account remained intact 
the probabilities are that he met his 
death in some way out of the ordi- 
nary. There is money in bank to his 
credit, amounting to $465, and after a 
lot of trowble his heirs have been lo- 
cated in New Zealand. C. White Mor- 
timer, British Vice-Consul, has the 
matter in hand, and when the proper 
proofs are forthcoming, at least it will 
be definitely known who ought to have 
the money. 

The old miser, Rudolph Decker, who 
lived as a capitalist without working 
though a miserable kind of life at 
lodging-houses of the very poorest 
kind, also left money tied up tight and 
fast in the bank. He was removed 
from the New England lodging-house 
on East Second street to the County 
Hospital, and his bank book disap- 
peared somewhere between the lodg- 
ing-house and the hospital. Of course 
he himself may have made away with 
it, just to play a joke on those who 
would wrangle over his money after 
he was gone. But as it has happened 
there has appeared no one to wrangle 
at all. “A sister. Mrs. Rose Decker 
Barnes, was found living at Weeping 
Water, Neb., and she is entitled to the 
money, but can’t get it. There ts $900 
on deposit, but the bank book is not 
to be found, and that means a full 
stop, for the time being, at all events, 
for Mrs. Barnes. 

Frank Kelsey. one time Public Ad- 
ministrator of the county, has one es- 
tate yet on his hands which he cannot 
wind up. and for a turious reason. A 
man, Stohr by name, died in Germany, 
and before death handed over his 
bank boo showing a deposit in a 
Los Angeie® bank, to a friend, telling 
him that he made him his heir. The 
friend kept the bank book while Kel- 
sey, as Public Adminstrator, took pos- 
geasion of the money. This German 


aer wants the money, but under Cal- 
ifornia law the mere holding of a 
bank book doesn’t make the holder en- 
titled to the money. When Stohr died 
there was $1600 in the bank here, and 
this sum has been swelled until there 
is now $2000. Stohr's heir avers that 
he can prove that he got the bank 
book legitimately, and as the appointed 
heir of the deceased, but he doesn't 
want to fool away his inheritance com- 
ing to California with witnesses to 
prove his claim. He might find that 
when judgment was given in his fa- 
vor the expenses would have eaten up 
the last dollar. 

Just what is to be done in cases of 
this kind is somewhat of a puzzle. 
When there is an heir probably suit 
will ultimately be brought against the 
bank holding the money, and in that 
Way get a court that will adjudicate 
the matter and award the money on 
deposit to the party claiming it. 


. A VETERAN’S WIFE, 
MRS. DEERBAUGH AGAIN.

Chlorination Methods. 
LOS ANGELES, May 31, 1904.-—-[To 
the Editor ef The Times:]

‘ould require considerable 
space. Thete are many methods of chlo- 
rihation. Ex. Gr. 

(1.) The old Dekin process, by which 
hydrochioric acid gas was passed over 
copper sulphaic. 

(2.) That of getting chlorine from salt 
(chloride of soda) lecving behind caus- 
lic soda. 

(3.) That of sulphurie acid, mangan- 
ese dioxide, woter and salt. 

All of these processes are set forth, 
with others, in Works on metallurgy 
and chemistry A few facts from mem- 
ory can be noted, however, which will 
eid you on last-named method. First 
otall, you need « generator, an ordi- 
rary galion fruit jar will answer, into 
the metal top of which drill two holes, 
to allow a onc-quarter-inch glass tube. 
to pass through. To rig up your ap- 
paratus then proceed. Drop into the 
jar about four ounces of manganese 
oxide in powder, five ounces of salt 
(chloride of soca as sold commercially 
varies—-some of which is almost unfit to 
use in chlorinatt n,) rock salt preferred. 
powdered. Over this pour about five 
fluid ounces of water; put the lid over 
the jar. In one of the drilled holes place 
a safety tube (bought at wholesale 
chemists,) leaving the end thereof tn 


icals and water; into the other hole 
place a piece of glass tubing about one 
or two inches below the metal top, 
this piece of tubing being bent at right 
angles above the metal top (you can 
easily bend glass tubing with an alco- 
hol lamp and tae applying 
the flame directly to the you desire 
to bend, heating strongly and- bending: 
slowly.) Now place the jar so arranged 
over a tripod in a sbeet-lron pan con- 
taining sifted sand. Under the tripod 
place an alcohol lamp; next attach a 
piece of rubber tubi to the bent —* 
or glass tubing. 

Now procure a Woulff bottle for 
washing the chlorine gas—of about one 
quart capacity, having two necks and 
openings. Fit two tubes, having tops 
bent at right angles with about three- 
inch length from where bended on 
each; on one of these tubes fix it so 
that the lergth to go through one of 
the corks into the Woulff bottle will 
go but little below the cork, and ve 
careful to have this plece of tubing 
next to the bucket (below) containing 
the ore. Through the second opening in 
the Woulff bottle place a cork, in the 
center of which you gently push your 
other tube; this latter, tube should 
have length enough to reach about one 
inch under the water (the Woulff bot- 
tle having previously ben one-third 
filled with water.) Now attach the rub- 
ber tubing from the generator to this 
glass tube with sufficient lerigth so that 
the Woulff bottle will rest on a table 
or plank. 

You should have prepared a candy 
bucket with wooden top, coated with 
asphaltum paint inside and out, and 
on under part of lid, thoroughly dry 
and hard, Set the bucket on table at 
tight of Woulff bottle: arrange 4 
half-inch piece of glass tubing (a 
piece of gauge-giass as used in loco- 
motives about four inches long is ex- 
cellent.) into the side of the bucket 
rear the bottom; bore a hole to admit 
the feur-inch tube, and allow one end 
te, be neatly inserted and no more. 
Around the tubing on outside and in- 
side of bucket have putty neatly 
plugged to hold in place and proof 
against leaks. The painting and put- 
ty ing should be done three or four days 
before using bucket. Next place a 
layer about two inches deep of small 
quartz pebbles or broken quartz, 
washed, on bottom of bucket; over this 
a circular piece of white drilling, as 
used by shoemakers, packing it neatly 
ground the edges. Wet the drilling and 
wring it before, so placing. Over this 
place about 25 pounds of ore crushed 
to about sixty-mesh (such ore 
being previously given a roast to de- 
stroy sulphides, arsenic, etc., if pres- 
ent;) very slightly dampen the ore with 
water before placing it in the bucket. 

Your next step is to attach the rub- 
ber tubing from the fruit jar to the 
Woulff bottle, as anovd stated, and 
from the Woulff bottle the piece of 
tubing at the bottom of the bucket. 
Through the lid of the bucket place a 
piece of glass tubing about three inches. 
long for testing, as below. Tighten: 
all connections with a paste of flour 
and water. You now proceed. Pour 
slowly and from time to time into the 
test tube chemically. pure sulphuric 
acid, using about ten ounces in seven 
or eight hours. Do not be in too great 
a hurry in the start. Very soon you 
will notice a bubbling in the water in 
the Woulff bottle, and shortly above 
the water a greenish colored chlorine 
gas will appear. From time to time, 
ond especially toward the end of the 
process, heat the sand both under the 
generator with the alcohol lamp, be- 
ing careful not to apply heat enough 
to cause the chemicals in the fruit jar 
tc froth up. Occasionally dip a piece 
of glass tubing into ammonia water 
end hold it near the tube at lid of 
bucket. If chlorine gas has passed 
through the ore a white salt (ammo- 
nium chloride) will instantdy form on 
the tubing. Begin your test about 10 
o'clock a.m. and it will Ukely be com- 
plete in from four to eight hours. It ls 
a good plan to paint the metal top 
of fruit jar with asphaltum paint as,

How can 1 
tell in using the blowpipe the mature ot 
the ore by coloration of bead?

Answer: Mix powdered ore and car- 
| Ponate of soda, equal parts; place a 
little of it in a cavity on c 
Heat for some minutes with inner 
flame of blowpipe. A metallic bead may 
be produced, and inference drawn as 
follows: i.e., if copper, a difficult bead 
to fuse, it will be red with other met- 
tals a yellow alloy, and no incrusta- 
tion. Gold gives a yellow bead without 
incrustation, and malleable. Silver 
forms a white bead, malléable. Lead 
very soft gray‘sh white globules with 
yellow incrustation, Tin, white g'tob- 
ules, harder to reduce than lead, with 
yellowish incrustation when hot and 
white when cold, malleable. Antimony 
gives gray brittle globules which oxi- 
dize when hot; incrustation white.

such action. 
The Record in a strong editorial 
pointed out the fact that the Western 
Federation of Miners is held respon- 
Sible for the outrag@s which have oc- 
curred in the Cripple Creek district and 
for the horrible tragedy of last Mon- 
day; denied, in a measure, the federa- 
tion’s responsibility for these crimes 
except in so far as the federation had 
called the strike and prolonged it, thus 
giving opportunity for the violence 
which has occurred; said that public 
sentiment is growmg against the fede- 
ration because of the continuing of the 
strike; declared that a large number 
of the strikers have expressed the be- 
lief that there is no hope of winning 
the strike; and called upon the federa- 
tion, in the name of the penniless 
workless and suffering men and wom- 
en of the district who are on the verge 
of starvation and who are being forced 
to leave their homes, to call off the 
strike. 


Whether slucere or not, it was good 
advice. The Record stated facts and 
made logical deductions therefrom. 
The Western Federation of Miners, in 
adjourning without calling off the 
Strike, again injured its cause, placed 
itself on record as caring nothing for 
the personal and individual welfare of 
us members by turuing a deaf ear to 
the appeal on behalf of the suffering, 
evicted miners and their families, and 
in effect approved the assassination of 
Monday last and all the other acts of 
violence which have been perpetrated. 

If the federation had said to its 
Cripple Creek members: “You are 
charged with the responsibility of this 
horrible deed of last Monday and for 
many other crimes; a state of insur- 
rection exists in Colorado which ydu 
can stop by leaving the State; there-

MASON OPERAHOUSE. One of 
the more notable features of the plays 
presented under direction of Mr. E. 
H. Sothern, is the completeness of 
detail with which the dramatic scheme 
is worked out. His stage settings 
fare elaborate, the costumes are cor- 
rect, and all the little details which 
go to make the atmosphere“ of the 
play are carefully attended to. Like 
Richard Mansfield, Mr. Sothern in- 
Sists upon these things as necessary 
to give the impression of genuine 
realism, which every dramatic per- 
formance, if. worthily presented, should 
convey. 

It may be that this elaboration of 
details more or less trivial in them- 
selves can be carried too far. Im- 
pressionists insist upon the elimina- 
tion of detail, in art, claiming that 
trivialities detract in greater or less 
measure from the ultimate results 
which artistic effort aims to accom- 
plish. They would go as far in the 
direction of elimination as the realist 
would go in the supplying of details. 
Perhaps the truth lies midway e- 
tween these extremes. 

‘However, opmions may differ on 
these questions, it must be admitted 
that “The Proud Prince,“ which began 
an engagement at the Mason last 
evening under direction of Mr. Soth- 
ern, is an elaborate and sumptuous 
production. The play is by Justin 
Huntly McCarthy, author of “It I 
Were King.“ in which Mr. Sothern 
opened the beautiful Mason Theater 
on June 18, 1903. It is founded on the 
legend of King Robert of Sicily, who 
was changed by miraculous interven- 
tion (as the legend goes) from his 
position as sovereign to that of his 
own court jester. he passing of the 
King through this ordeal teaches him 
humility and eventuates in his regen- 
eration and restoration to hd kingley 
estate. 

The ay is properly denominated a 
“miracie play, since it deals quite 
freely in the supernatural and the 
imaginative. Its locale, and the 
medieval environment, afford oppor- 
tunities for much picturesqueness ‘of 
costume and scene embellishment. 
These .opportunities have been well 
improved. The numerous stage pic- 
tures are brilliant and beautiful. The 
employment of electrical effects in a 
medieval production is M anachron- 
ism in one sense; but it is permissible 
when we reflect that these effects are 
supposed to be supernatural, and that 
in the realm of the supernatural all 
things are possibie. 

The dramatic situations and cli- 
maxes are unusvally strong. The cli- 
max at the close of the second act, in 
which the King is miraculously trans- 
formed into hisi own court jester, is 
consummately managed, as is also the 
transformation closing the last act. 
Scenes of this character, unless they 
are managed with much skill, are 
apt to become altogether ineffective, 
so short a step is it from the sub- 
lime to the ridiculous. Mr. Sothern's 
transformation from the King to the 
jester is a remarkable achievement. 
He is required to change his whole 
facial make-up in the space of two 
or three minutes. The feat is accom- 
plished in a half light, and the trans- 
formation is so complete as to appear 
really miraculous, 

In the dual role of King Robert a 
Diogenes the jester, Mr. Sothern haf a 
difficult piece of dramatic work. To 


either extreme in a manner eminently 


his dramatic attainmeni. 
he is vain, haughty, overbearing, crue}, 
selfish, passionate and diabolical. These 
detestable qualities are admirably indi- 
cated, but not obtruded. They appear 
to belong to the character—to be an 
inherent part of it, and not merely as- 
sumed for the occasion. 

The actor's art. hpwever, is more se- 
verely taxed in the role of the jester. 
The success with which Mr. Sothern 
portrays this character, which differs 
from that of the King as widely as 
night differs from day, proves him to 
be an artist of great versatility and of 
most excellent quality. The portrayal 
and 
convincing. 

The supporting company is very 
large, and is in all respects adequate 
to the work required. John Findlay, 
who enacts the role of Diogenes in the 
firat and the last acts, plays the part 
so well that he might be taken for Mr. 
Sothern if he were to appear upon the 
stage when the latter is due. Orme 
Caldara carries the role of Hildebrand, 
the King's favorite courtier, with a 
debonair deviltry which fits the char- 
acter like a glove. Sydney C. Mather, 
in the role of the Archangel (who for 
a time assumes the role of the King) 
sustains the part with becoming dig- 
nity. 

The charming ngiveté of Jane Laurel 
as Perpetua, the executioner’s daugh- 
ter, invests that character with abid- 
ing interest and naturalness. Miss 
Laurel has about all the personal 
graces which the play attributes to 
Perpetua, but her performance would 
be much improved if she would culti- 
vate a more erect carriage, for droop-

The export of American prunes is a 
large and growing business, but un- 
less we are careful we shall lose it. 
In the past three fiscal years, and 
this year to March 31, the b 
has been worth nearly $9,000,000 to 
us. The exact figures are:

1904 (9 mos.) 66,573,009 
+ It must be admitted that these fig- 
ures show a rapid and remarkable 
growth. In the nine months of this 
fiscal year, we have shipped more 
than five times as much as in the 
whole of 1901. It will be a thousand 
pities if wé lose all or part of this 
profitable trade, by faults of our own. A 
very large share of the export goes 
to nee. Consul A. M. Thackar 
of Havre, France, draws attention to 
the danger. He says there is a great 
and growing market for this favorite 
American fruit, of which 524,413 boxes 
were imported into Havre, alone, 
during the calendar year 1903, and 
285,009 boxes up to March 20, of this 
year. More than half as much in 
the first eighty days of 1904, as in 
the whole of 1903. Consul Thackara 
says: The present methods of pack- 
ing are generally satisfactory, pro- 
vided the work of picking, selecting, 
‘curing and packing the frulg be care- 
fully done, and good packages are 
used. When the export of United 
States prunes to France began to 
reach such large proportions two or 
three years ago, the quality and pack- 
ing gave rise to few or no complaints. 
Preparation, count and weight were 
always correct, but the enormous ex- 
pansion in the trade during the past 


season has led to many abuses. While 
some of the best brands have been 
kept up to their former réputation, 
some new firms have entered the mar- 
ket, whose goods are not up to the 
proper standard, prices have been 
lowered, but at the expense of low- 
grade fruit, short weight, wrong 
count, and cheap and defective pack- 
ages. Another serious abuse is the 
branding as Santa Clara prunes of 
fruit grown -in other districts. The 
quality is inferior and can be got at 
prices much lower than the Santa 
Clara product. Difficulty of detection 
has facilitated this dishonesty, but 
the result undoubtedly will be that 
the Santa Clara district will not only

University Club Banqueters Smoke up 
on the Eastern Question, 
Favoring Japan. 


An effort to setfle the . 
nese imbroglio was made last night 
by about ohe hundred members of the 
University Club at their monthly ban- 
quet at Levy's. 

The subject announced for discussion 
by W. B. Pafterson, who presided, was 


the eastern question, and the principal 


speaker was E. W. Kemp. He advo- 
cated the partitioning China by the 
European powers, which he believed 
would greatly benefit the United States 
by reason of increase which would 
follow in the demand for our products. 
He said the 400,000,000 people of China 
do not earn more than 10 cents a day 
each, consequently there is not so great 
a demand for our exports, and that if 
we had the combined trade of all the 
nations supplying the flowery kingdom, 
we would then have but one-sixth of 
what we now export. 

This paved the way for the members 
of the club to exploit théir knowledge 
of the war situation, and the main 
question was lost signt of in the eager- 
ness to express sympathy for the little 
fighters of Japan. In the entire gath- 
ering the Czar had but one defender— 
G. A. Bobrick. He is a Russian by 
birth and education, and made a gal- 
lant stand, informing his opponents 
that he was backed in his arguments 
by actual observation and experience, 
while his besiegers were talking from 
newspaper knowledge alone.

Most of the ladies adhere 
to the old-fashioned doctrine that home 
hes the first demand on mother; but 
certain vigorous debaters argued to 
the contrary. They declared that wom- 
an should reach out, that she would 


never te a-compleet success is 
a home-maker until she got as 
far away from home as - 
sible. They maintained that it 


spofied a home-maker to stay at home. 
They avowed that a home-maker's 
first duty ts to see that other folks 
homes are all right. They eloquently 
portrayed the advantages ef this new 
organization to take care of homes and 
babies while wives and mothers go 
about starting home improvement 
clubs and discussing new ways to make 
home happy. It was argued that babies 
would be a good deal better off if they 
did not receive quite so much attention 
from their own-mothers. To cap the 
climax an affidavit was real from a 
woman in charge of some sort of pat- 
ent nursery, setting forth most emphat- 
ically that bables could be reared more 
succesfully by machinery than by the 
old-fashioned process—that babies 
were much healthier and happier ‘f 
brought up at wholesale by an organ- 
ization than H reared by mother at re- 
tail—one or two at a time. 
“Machinery, machinery, and more of 
it! That is the craze of the day. Some 
device to supersede individual effort and 
application, personal responsibil‘ty, 
home life! Make a machine of all so- 
clety and abolish human nature! That 
seems to be the fever of the hour. We 
have seen the most mischievous ef- 
fects of it in the industrial world. The 
lebor-union machine insists that the 
laborer shall have no will, no initia- 
tive, no conscience of his own; shall not 
decide for himself where he shall work 
or when, how many hours or for what 
wages—that he shall not be an indi- 


It insists that the employer shall have 
— mind of his own, no rights of his 
wn; thal he shall be a cog, too. Are 
we to have any choice as to our meth- 
ods, any scruples as to our work? No, 
no,’ says the machine. We are not men 
and women any longer, only cogs, and 
all we cogs cen on). to ‘et the wheels 
go around and grind as they may. This 
machine has gone too far. It is more 
avaricious than the political machia«. 
The American people won't stand it. It 
ie doomed.“ 

Referring to our educatianal system, 
Mr. Andrews said we could not have 
one without machinery. He would not 
assume to w«riticise it, in view of its 
plendid results, but he thought there 
now are too many wheels in it. He 
traced the development of specializa- 
tion from the simple mechanism of the 
old red schoolhouse to the complicated 
educational machine of today with spe- 
cial schools to grind out everything 
from: a doctor to an actor, and then 
spoke in this vein: 

“Ours is an era of intense epectaliza- 
tion in education. The pendulum has 
swung from one extreme to the other, 
and is likely to soon start back. I am 
sure that there are too many of these 
specializing machines. There are some 
that delude parents and make monkeys 
out of boys and girls. The chief engi- 
neer of one of these machines takes a 
boy and agrees to make a Daniel Web- 
ster out of him at so much per an- 
num, no matter whether he has voice 
or brains. The machine and so much 
per annum are guaranteed to do it. An- 
other chief engineer takes a girl and 
egrees to make an opera singer of her 
at so much per annum, it makes no 
Ccifference whether she has any music 
in her soul or not. It she can only 
squeak a little, the machine and so 
much per annurr. will do the rest. 

“and the fond parent? The pros- 
pect of seeing his daughter in the spot 
light, her lark-like voice delighting 
thousands of applauding auditors 
that is enough for him. He readily 
parts with his money. Some persons 
and money are soon parted, you know. 
In nine cases out of ten papa’s money 
and daughter's time are wasted. 

“The specialization theory is correct 
in the main, but it has been carried 
too far. It has given origin to frauds 
and shams. And the fatal weakness 
about it is the idea that the machine 
can do it all, that human nature need 
not be taken into account, that God 
is not in the reckoning. What a stu- 
pid blunder! The same stupid blunder 
that is the cause of most of the miser- 
able failures since the world began. 

Now 1 have not comg over here to 
merely grumble and find fault. All 
that I have said in my poor and la- 
borious way has been intended to lead 
up to some words of cheer and con- 
gratulation. - It seems to me that the 
most admirable characteristic of 
Throop Polytechnic Institute is its 
avoidance of extremes in specialization.

Tropico Woman Pines for Son 
Who Never Will Come—Brother 
Same Train Unconscious Hou 
After the Death—Strange Misfor- 
tunes for Sadly’ Afflicted Family. 


TROPICO, June $.—The Wilkinson 
family is sorely afflicted. The mother 
critically ill, a son speeding westward 
by rail to reach her bedside and dy@g 
on the way, and another brother on the 
train rendered unconscious for hours 
by the shock—those are some of the 
misfortunes in the melancholy account.

Harvey Wilkinson, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Samuel Wilkinson, was on the 
way from his home in Rochester, Wis., 
in response to telegrams announcing 
the critical illness of his mother at her 
home here. He was taken ill at Kan- 
sas City. Despite the efforts of two 
physicians, who were fellow-passen- 
gers, he died last evening at Vinita,
